In this talk the characteristics of the major styles of the 19th century are examined, 
illustrated by slides and simply explained. The styles are related to contemporary events 
such as fashion changes and the progress of the Industrial Revolution and also traced to 
their sometimes surprising origins in architectural history. 


Among the styles covered will be Greek Revival, Italianate, Gothic Revival, Mansard 
and Queen Anne (with her offspring). As well as the ‘thigh’’ examples of the styles, the 
simpler local variants and hybrid mixtures will also be shown in order to relate the 
material as far as possible to real life examples. Useful practical clues will be given for 
the identification of each style, whether in its ‘‘pure’’ or ‘“‘watered-down’”’ form.

From: David R. Johnson AIA, Chairper- 
son BSA Housing Committee (the Com- 
mittee) 


Mr. Stephen C. Demos, Chief Architect, 
Bureau of Housing Development (EOCD) 
began dialogue with the Massachusetts 
State Association of Architects (MSAA) 
and the three chapters of MSAA early in 
1982, seeking support for a housing design 
competition limited to a single year ap- 
propriation, FY 84, for Housing Author- 
ity projects valued in excess of $500,000. 


Dialogue has continued with each of the 
entries named in the intervening time 
period with EOCD reports to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the MSAA at critical 
points of development. The Committee, 
being the only Chapter Housing Commit- 
tee, was designated by the MSAA to 
monitor program development. 


The Committee has received opinions for 
and against participation in a design com- 
petition for housing projects. The Com- 
mittee did not take a position on this mat- 
ter; nor did it find it appropriate to do so. 
The Committee believes that it should 
support the MSAA in matters which it 
elects to act. The Committee also believes 
that it should be responsive to governmen- 
tal agencies who seek our advice in mat- 
ters that affect our membership and the 
general public. This response is policy of 
the BSA and the AIA. 


The Committee’s first concern was to 
make sure the AIA Standards for design 
competitions were incorporated in the 
program. The essential features of the 
AIA guidelines are as follows: 


1. That there be a Professional Advisor 


2. That there be a jury of at least three 
members, a majority of whom are practic- 
ing architects 


3. That the program contain an agreement 
and conditions for architectural services in 
accord with the standards and practice of 
the American Institute of Architects 


These provisions are incorporated into the 
program. 


Program drafts for the competition have 
been reviewed by the Committee. Our 
belief is that the program is satisfactory 
and deserves your support. 


A former BSA President has accepted the 
role of Professional Advisor. Nominees 
from each of the Chapters have been sub- 
mitted for review by EOCD as members 
of the Jury. The Jury will be composed of 
one member from each chapter, one 
behavioral scientist and one member from 
EOCD; a total of 5. 


The competition was announced by 
EOCD in the Register on 3 August and 
postcard announcements were mailed to 
all architects registered in Massachusetts 
on 5 August.

Competitive Bids 


Inspector General Issues New Guidelines 
to Cities and Towns 


Until recently cities and towns have con- 
tinued to require bids under instructions 
which were circulated by DCPO. A spe- 
cial committee of the MSAA has been 
meeting with Tunney Lee on several mat- 
ters of concern including competitive bid- 
ding requirements of cities and towns. 


This committee consists of Douglas 
Engebretson AIA, A. Anthony Tappé 
FAIA, Lowell Erickson, and Carl Sapers. 


After careful consideration of the policy 
and exploring the issue with represen- 
tatives of cities and towns the Inspector 
General has sent a memo to cities and 
towns. It is dated June 1, 1983, entitled 
DCPO Guidelines: Designer Selection . . . 
“The committee will select at least three 
finalists from among all applicants and 
transmit the list to the awarding authority. 
The list will rank the finalists in order of 
qualification, (or describe them as equally 
qualified)*, provide a record of the final 
vote of the committee on the selection, 
and include a written statement explaining 
the committee’s reasons for its choice and 
its ranking of the finalists. The list will be 
a public record.’’ 


***A recent court ruling on a petition for 
preliminary injunction prohibits the 
State’s Designer Selection Board from 
describing finalists as equally qualified. 
Finalists must be ranked. Although this 
ruling directly applies only to State con- 
tracts, the Inspector General recommends 
that cities and towns adhere to it in order 
to comply with the purpose and intent of 
the designer selection statutes.”’ 


Candidates Statement 


After the Mayoral Debate sponsored by 
the Boston Society of Architects the can- 
didates were invited to submit a statement 
for distribution to the membership. Mel 
King has responded with the following: 


From Mel King 
Statement for the Boston Society of 
Architects 


One of the greatest challenges for all of us 
committed to building cities is to define 
“development” in human terms. We need 
to answer the profound question of just 
what and who the city is for. 


George Bernard Shaw has said: 

“Such poverty as we have today in all our 
great cities degrades the poor and infects 
with its degradation the neighborhood in 
which they live and whatever can degrade 
the neighborhood can degrade the country 
and a continent and finally the whole 
civilized world.”” 


The decay he talks about is spreading; we 
must face that fact, and understand that 
this is happening faster than the fancy 
buildings in the downtown area are going 


up. 


There needs to be a plan for the entire 
city of Boston; but it cannot be just a 
physical plan — it must have social, 
economic and human dimensions. We 
cannot make such a plan in a way that 
ignores those who now live in the city; 
their expectations, aspirations and hopes 
for themselves and their children; their in- 
comes and the opportunities they have ac- 
cess to or lack. A plan cannot be isolated 
from the realities of racism, sexism, and 
economic justice. 


Our plan must also encompass important 
issues of energy consumption and genera- 
tion, quality affordable housing, the kind 
of jobs that can be created through the 
continuing development of our city. We 
must be cognizant of some very difficult 
struggles ongoing now between long-term, 
low-income residents and high income 
newcomers. With these issues in mind we 
face the challenging questions of how to 
deal with the change in the Orange Line, 
with the construction of Roxbury Com- 
munity College, and the plans for the ex- 
pansion of the city’s institutions. How can 


we creatively distribute development, par- 
ticularly government facilities like the 
Transportation Center, so that areas like 
Cleary Square or Uphams Corner or 
Dudley feel the positive effects? We also 
must face the conflicts that sometimes 
arise over design, the preservation of great 
or worthy architecture and the issue of 
developments that are too massive or 
overbearing for their proposed locations. I 
would personally like the city to have ac- 
cess to five and twenty-five year plans for 
all the city’s major land-holders and in- 
stitutions so that we can determine the 
compatibility of these plans with the ex- 
pectations and needs of the people who 
live or work in those communities. 


I believe that the way to work on these 
issues is through a truly decentralized 
government that places trust, power and 
responsibility in the hands of local 
residents. In this way we can achieve the 
greatest creativity in developing equitable 
and effective service delivery, planning 
and community development. 


In a city like Boston, we have both max- 
imum opportunities and maximum chal- 
lenges. I believe that by working together 
— members of the architectural profes- 
sion, of government and residents — we 
can meet this challenge and fulfill 
Boston’s special promise as a great 
liveable city.

Dattelbaum House, Kezar Lake, Center 
Lovell, Maine by Crissman & Solomon 
Architects 


Designed as primarily a summer vacation 
house, Dattelbaum House on six levels ap- 
pears much larger than its approximately 
1800 square feet would suggest. 


The house is entered at a mid-level which 
contains dining room and kitchen. Down 
half a level is the living room with a guest 
bedroom and bath a half level below. Up 
half a level from the entry is a landing 
study; the master bedroom and bath are 
above the dining room and kitchen; and a 
small sleeping loft is half a level above. 
There are decks off the living room, din- 
ing room and master bedroom. 


Exterior finishes are cedar shingles on the 
roof and vertical pine siding. Interior 
finishes are gypsum wall board, some fir 
ceilings, and spruce floors.

Senate Bill No. 1541, entitled “‘An Act to 
Facilitate Housing Production Through 
the Administration of the State Building 
Code,”’ has been redrafted and is now 
resubmitted for action in the upcoming 
legislative session. 


First, some history. On June 26, 1981, the 
State Building Code Commission was 
“‘zero-budgeted,”’ and no state agency was 
responsible for the administration of the 
State Building Code. On September 25, 
1981, by executive order, Gov. King trans- 
ferred the powers of the State Building 
Code Commission to the Division of 
Inspections in the Dept. of Public Safety, 
and it has been run that way since. 


Some have questioned the legality of the 
executive order. Some have questioned the 
capability, integrity and responsiveness of 
the Division of Inspections. Some have 
stated that now the enforcement agency 
and the judicial are one, which is a con- 
flict of interest. Without delving into the 
above, it is clear to many that the State 
Building Code (or any code for that mat- 
ter) is a complex legal document that has 
far reaching implications. 


As such, the code is a dynamic document 
that needs to be constantly examined, in- 
terpreted and updated to respond to the 
needs of the design profession, the con- 
struction industry, and the changes in 
technology. These tasks were done by, 
and should continue to be done by, pro- 
fessionals who have the training, back- 
ground and expertise in such technical and 
safety matters that affect us. 


For the past two years, great effort has 
been spent in trying to reestablish a 
responsible state administrative agency (in- 
stead of one man in the Division of 
Inspections) to reorganize and properly 
administer the State Building Code. A 
number of different bills were filed, all of 
them meeting with political pressures of 
one sort or another. One such example 


comes from the local building officials 
and the state building inspectors who 
want the commission in the Division of 
Inspections so that they would have com- 
plete control over the code. 


The original version of $1541 filed in 
1983, in an attempt to reach some 
political compromises, had put the code 
authority in the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development (as one of the 
issues dealt with). The new version of 
$1541 already filed places the ‘‘Board of 
Building Code Administration’’ (a new 
title) in a politically neutral but logical 
place: the ‘‘Division of Capitol Planning 
and Operations (DCPO).”’ 


The bill also establishes a special study to 
be conducted by the Board, aided by the 
legislature, to review the complete regula- 
tory system in the Commonwealth, includ- 
ing an evaluation of national model codes 
and an ongoing program for training local 
building officials. 


The proposed reconstituted Board will 
have an architect on it, as did the previ- 
ous commission, but one who is active in 
the BSA/MSAA and representative of the 
design professional’s viewpoint (as the 
previous two architects were not involved 
in BSA/MSAA matters). 


The essence and urgency in getting the 
new version of the bill passed should be 
obvious to those who have constant con- 
tact and exposure to the State Building 
Code, local and state building officials. 
The Governor and his administration are 
fully supportive and committed to this 
Bill, S1541, to getting it passed this com- 
ing legislative session. 


The Bill itself is nine pages long and can- 

not be reproduced here. Perhaps when it 

is published, copies can be made available 
at the chapter office. I hope this clarifies
